WASHINGTON, D.C.—The Program of Policy Studies in Science 
and Technology of The George Washington University (GWU) has been 
awarded a one-year, $76,000 contract from the Research Applied to 
National Needs (RANN) program of the National Science Foundation 
(NSF) to survey the technology assessment activities of all Exec¬ 
utive Agencies in the federal government. 

The survey conducted will cover technology assessment activities 
in the executive agencies from 1971 to the beginning of FY 1976. 

The survey is designed to accomplish four basic objectives: to 
provide a comprehensive overview and guide to federally performed 
and sponsored technology assessments; to provide current data 
regarding present and planned investments of federal funds in 
technology assessment; to assess the impact of technology assess¬ 
ments on federal policy formulation from 1971 to 1976; and to pro¬ 
vide assistance to federal decision-makers on future allocations 
of R&D resources. In the latter area, the survey will aid federal 
officials by listing information on all technology assessments 
currently underway or recently completed as well as information on 
where future assessments may be needed.

GVJU-MARYMOUNT COLLEGE TO JOINTLY ESTABLISH COOPERATIVE 
EDUCATION PROGRAM IN MEDICAL AND HEALTH FIELDS 

WASHINGTON, D.C.—The George Washington University and Mary- 
mount College of Virginia are Jointly sponsoring a new, thirty- 
two month cooperative education and work training program for 
selected occupations in the medical and health fields. The national 
model program is supported by the Office of National Programs of 
the U.S. Department of Labor. 

As part of the program, students will alternate between four 
months of work with selected employers in the Washington, D.C. area, 
and four months of on-campus study at either George Washington 
University or Marymount College. 

The occupations covered in the program are: Biomedical Eng¬ 
ineering Technician (GWU certificate); Medical and Health Care 
Institutions Safety Technician (GWU certificate); Medical and 
Health Care Institutions Automated Medical Information Systems 
Technician (GWU certificate); and Registered Nurse (Marymount College 
Associate in Applied Science degree). 

Course work for the three technician programs will be offered 
on-campus through GWU's School of Engineering and Applied Science.

Course work for the Registered Nurse program will be provided at 
Marymount College. Employers participating in the program will 
include area hospitals, nursing homes, laboratories, and industrial 
concerns. Students will be paid by employers for each work period. 

The program is designed for unemployed persons, veterans, or 
youth without any previous employment experience or qualifications 
in the four occupations. To participate in the program, an applicant 
must be a high school graduate or have sufficient background course 
work (particularly in mathematics) to progress in the program, be 
unemployed, and reside in the greater VJashington, D.C. area. The 
GWU program office will assist applicants and participating em¬ 
ployers in placement. Special reduced tuition rates have been 
established. 

Applications are now being accepted for the current term.
